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CAMPAIGN  PASSES 
$  600,000  MARK 


Peter  J.  Dalton,  General  Chairman,  in- 
forms the  Andrean  that  with  three  months 
active  canvassing  the  Capital  Campaign  for 
the  School  has  just  over  $600,000  in  the  till 
or  in  firm  commitments.  This  represents 
40%  of  the  total  objective.  To  date  canvass- 
ing efforts  have  been  concentrated  mainly  in 
the  corporations  and  foundations  sectors,  af- 
ter the  Board  of  Governors  and  Trustees  of 
the  S.A.C.  Foundation  gave  the  campaign  a 
great  start.  Every  present  member  as  well  as 
many  former  members  of  the  Board  and 
Trustees  have  contributed  in  substantial 
measure.  The  sudden  and  untimely  death 
last  September  27th  of  J.  K.  Macdonald, 
j^H>rary  Chairman  of  the  Board,  a  generous 
SPporter  of  the  School  was  a  heavy  blow. 
The  Management  Committee  suffered  anoth- 
er sad  loss  in  November  with  the  death  of 


William  B.  Macdonald,  a  Deputy  Chairman 
and  one  of  the  key  men  in  the  Campaign. 
Bill  was  widely  known  in  the  business  com- 
munity and  among  Old  Boys. 

Despite  these  setbacks,  Mr.  Dalton  says 
the  Campaign  Committee  is  pressing  on  to- 
wards the  objective  with  renewed  enthusi- 
asm and  confidence.  In  the  Parents  and  Old 
Boys  areas  personal  solicitations  barely  got 
underway  before  Christmas  so  the  major 
portion  of  potential  donors  in  these  areas 
have  yet  to  be  contacted.  Also,  quite  a  few 
corporations  that  have  been  approached  are 
still  to  be  heard  from.  Many  of  them  have 
donations  committees  that  meet  infrequent- 
ly and  may  not  have  had  time  to  consider 
the  request  from  St.  Andrew's.  No  doubt  the 
generosity  of  the  Old  Boys  and  Parents  will 
see  the  culmination  of  the  Campaign. 


OUR  OLDEST  OLD  BOY 


ALBERT  E.  ALISON,  at  95  years  of  age 
the  oldest  Andrean,  has  just  handed  a  cheque 
to  Association  Secretary,  Jim  Hamilton  as 
his  contribution  to  the  Capital  Campaign 
during  a  recent  visit  at  his  home  in  North 
Toronto.  In  the  background  is  a  bronze 
sculpture  presented  to  him  on  the  occasion 
of  the  first  Grey  Cup  game.  Bert  was  mana- 
ger of  the  University  of  Toronto  team  that 


defeated  Parkdale  26-6  in  that  game  played 
in  1909.  Included  on  the  team  were  such 
great  players  as  Smirle  Lawson,  Billy  Foulds, 
Jack  Newton,  Hughie  Gall  and  the  coach, 
Harry  Griffiths,  all  of  whom  are  in  the  Cana- 
dian Football  Hall  of  Fame.  Griffiths  of 
course  was  later  Headmaster  of  Ridley  for 
many  years. 


CORPORATIONS 
RESPOND 


Corporations  Chairman  Tom  Chipman  re- 
ports that  to  January  10th,  1976  corpora- 
tions have  made  donations  in  cash  or  com- 
mitments totalling  $236,500  towards  the 
objective  of  $300,000  from  this  source.  He 
stresses  that  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
the  target  can  be  reached  since  some  70  odd 
companies  have  yet  to  be  heard  from.  Ac- 
cording to  a  survey  by  Canadian  Dow  Jones 
published  in  November,  the  combined  pro- 
fits of  128  companies  surveyed  were  up  17% 
in  the  third  quarter,  and  up  14.5%  for  the 
first  nine  months  of  1977.  Some  companies 
are  in  an  excess  profit  position  under  A.I.B. 
controls  and  these  offer  an  opportunity  to 
be  tapped.  Investment  dealers  enjoyed 
stepped  up  volumes  and  earnings  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  1977. 

36  Companies  have  declined  to  partici- 
pate, mostly  claiming  that  their  donations 
policy  does  not  include  "private"  schools. 
This  points  up  that  there  is  still  a  big  job  to 
do  in  educating  the  corporate  community 
about  the  contribution  of  the  "independent" 
schools,  as  we  prefer  to  call  them,  and 
their  value  as  an  alternative  to  the  state 
system.  Without  them  as  an  alternative  the 
state  would  have  a  complete  monopoly  on 
education. 

Tom  also  brings  out  the  fact  that  corpora- 
tions generally  support  the  universities  with 
direct  contributions  to  their  campaigns  Be- 
cause universities  get  massive  infusions  from 
the  public  purse  as  well,  the  corporations  are 
contributing  through  their  tax  dollars,  too, 
and  therefore  in  effect  are  contributing 
twice.  Why  not  recognize  the  independent 
schools  which  have  demonstrated  that  they 
do  the  best  job  of  getting  students  into 
universities,  and  yet  receive  not  a  penny 
from  any  level  of  government? 

In  assessing  the  possibilities  of  further 
corporate  contributions,  Tom  mentions  that 
there  are  dozens  of  smaller  companies  that 
may  not  be  household  words  but  are  owned 
or  managed  by  people  who  believe  in  inde- 
pendent schools  where  usually  free  enter- 
prise philosophy  flourishes.  Uncovering  such 
companies  takes  some  digging  and  he  wel- 
comes suggestions  from  any  Andrean  read- 
ers. The  list  of  prospects  is  never  closed!

A  memorial  service  was  held  in  St.  An- 
drew's Chapel  on  January  4,  1978  for  Jo- 
seph Ellsworth  Flavelle.  Bart  who  died 
December  19  after  a  lengthy  illness.  Rever- 
end Martin  Jenkinson  of  King  City  and 
Reverend  Dr.  John  Wilkie  conducted  the 
service. 

Son  of  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle,  Ellsworth  at- 
tended St.  Andrew's  in  the  years  1907  to 
1909  and  was  a  former  member  of  the  Board 
of  Governors. 

He  was  an  accomplished  photographer 
and  the  author  of  two  books  on  the  subject. 
A  permanent  collection  of  photographs  he 
took  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  the 
School  appears  in  the  Ladies  Guild  lounge  in 
Fourth  House. 

At  various  times  Sir  Ellsworth  served  on 
the  executive  of  the  Boy  Scouts  Association 
and  the  Canadian  Association  for  Adult  Edu- 
cation. During  and  after  World  War  II  he  was 
National  Chairman  of  the  Emergency  Fund 
for  Britain  and  Chairman  of  the  Canadian 
Palestine  Committee  and  of  the  World  Chris- 
tian Conference  on  Palestine.

WILLIAM 

BEATTY 

MACDONALD 

St.  Andrew's  has  lost  another  of  its 
staunch  supporters  in  the  person  of  William 
Beatty  Macdonald,  who  died  November 
20th,  1977.  He  was  a  Trustee  of  the  St.  An- 
drew's College  Foundation  and  one  of  the 
Vice  Chairmen  of  the  Capital  Campaign  now 
in  progress. 

Bill  attended  the  School  in  the  years 
1921  to  1930,  where  he  was  prominent  as  a 
cricketer,  boxer  and  on  the  Review  staff. 

His  entire  business  life  was  spent  with 
A.  E.  Ames  &  Co.,  except  for  service  during 
World  War  II.  Starting  as  a  junior  during  the 
summers  while  at  university,  he  worked  his 
way  up  through  the  sales  department  to  be  a 
Director  in  1958,  Vice  President  in  1966, 
and  to  head  the  firm  as  President  in  1968 
until  his  retirement  in  1973.  In  World  War  II 
he  was  with  the  Royal  Canadian  Artillery 
and  served  as  a  staff  officer  achieving  the 
rank  of  Major. 

Following  retirement  Bill  Macdonald 
took  on  the  job  of  Co-Chairman  of  the 
Metro  Toronto  Zoo  Fund  and  was  largely 
responsible  for  bringing  the  Fund  over  its 
objective.  In  recent  years  he  and  his  wife 
travelled  extensively  and  spent  much  of  their 
time  at  their  country  home  near  Chatsworth 
and  their  island  in  Georgian  Bay. 

The  Andrean  expresses  the  sympathy  of 
all  members  of  the  Association  to  his  wife 
Eugenie  (Peter),  his  daughter  Jill  Sladen  and 
his  son  Robert  Bruce  Macdonald  also  an  Old 
Boy  (51-56). 


REMINISCING  ABOUT 
THE  EARLY  YEARS 

Dr.  Andrew  Rutherford  Riddell  attended 
the  first  St.  Andrew's  College  as  a  boarder 
during  the  years  1900  to  1905,  when  it  oc- 
cupied the  estate  of  the  late  Sir  David  Mac- 
Pherson  in  mid-town  Toronto.  Now  in  his 
ninety-third  year,  The  Andrean  had  a  de- 
lightful visit  with  him  this  month,  during 
which  he  had  many  tales  to  tell  of  the  early 
days.  Although  he  claims  to  have  been  an 
indifferent  student,  he  clearly  rattled  off  the 
names  of  most  of  the  teaching  staff,  Messrs. 
Robinson,  Blanchard.  Meyers,  Finlay,  Coop- 
er, et  al,  complete  with  their  nicknames. 
Obviously  they  must  have  put  some  know- 
ledge into  his  head  if  he  was  able  to  enter 
medical  school  on  leaving!  Evidently  some- 
thing of  a  mischief  maker,  Drew  Riddell 
relates  a  few  incidents  involving  himself  and 
his  classmates,  Douglas  Fraser,  John  Erving 
Scott,  Doug  Sale,  and  Andrew  Duncanson, 
one  of  which  was  to  dump  Vincent  Massey 
into  a  tub  of  freezing  cold  water  when  he 
was  being  too  serious  about  some  trivial  mat- 
ter. He  still  chuckles  about  that  when  think- 
ing about  Mr.  Massey  as  Governor  General. 


Another  tale  he  tells  is  about  a  raid  on 
the  apple  and  pear  orchard  which  occupied 
part  of  the  grounds,  but  was  definitely  out 
of  bounds  to  students.  Caught  in  the  act,  the 
culprits  had  to  appear  individually  before 
the  Headmaster.  Asked  if  he  knew  it  was 
wrong,  Drew  Riddell  was  the  only  one  to  say 
yes,  and  was  promptly  let  off,  while  the 
others  were  punished  so  they  would  know 
the  next  time!  A  moral  there,  no  doubt. 

Obviously  still  full  of  good  humour,  his 
daughter  Beatrice,  an  associate  editor  of  the 
Financial  Post,  refers  to  her  father  affection- 
ately as  a  "life  long  potential  juvenile 
delinquent." 

Dr.  Riddell  served  in  World  War  I  with 
the  British  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  and 
then  joined  the  Department  of  Health  of 
Ontario.  There  he  had  a  lot  to  do  with  indus- 
trial diseases  including  silicosis,  abestosis  and 
the  early  studies  into  the  effects  of  mercury. 
He  became  sufficiently  expert  in  this  field 
that  he  was  in  demand  as  a  consultant  to 
many  other  provinces  and  states  in  the  U.S. 
and  to  the  International  Labour  Office  in 
Geneva. 


JOHN 
KENNETH 
MACDONALD 
1904-1977 

It  is  with  great  sorrow  that  we  report  the 
death  of  John  Kenneth  Macdonald  on  Sep- 
tember 27th,  1977. 

"J.  K.",  as  he  was  known  to  his  colleagues, 
became  the  third  generation  of  the  family 
that  has  been  most  prominently  associated 
with  St.  Andrew's  College  since  its  founding 
in  1899.  His  grandfather,  John  Kay  Mac- 
donald, was  the  first  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Governors.  His  father,  Charles  Strange 
Macdonald  served  for  many  years  as  a  Gover- 
nor. His  uncle.  Dr.  Donald  Bruce  Macdonald. 
was  Headmaster  from  1900  to  1935. 

Mr.  Macdonald  became  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  St.  Andrew's  in  1958 
and  served  until  1972  when  he  handed  over 
the  office  to  the  present  Chairman,  Mr.  Gage 
H.  Love.  During  his  term  as  Chairman  the 
School  underwent  its  greatest  expansion  in 
physical  facilities  since  it  moved  from  Toron- 
to to  Aurora  in  1926.  1962  saw  the  opening 
of  the  Great  Hall,  the  addition  to  Dunlap 
Hall  which  included  the  Kenneth  Ketchum 
Auditorium  and  eleven  classrooms,  and  the 
creation  of  a  new  residence,  Fourth  House, 
out  of  the  former  kitchen  and  dining  hall.  Five 
houses  for  masters  and  their  families  were 
added  two  years  later  in  1964.  In  1971  Mc- 
Laughlin Hall,  one  of  the  finest  science  teach- 
ing facilities  to  be  found  anywhere  in  Canada, 
was  opened.  At  the  same  time  the  Library 
was  enlarged  to  triple  its  former  size,  and  new 
roadways  and  parking  areas  were  created. 

In  large  measure  it  was  Jack  Macdonald's 
personal  generosity  that  made  these  facilities 
possible.  He  also  contributed  the  awards  and 
scholarships  established  in  the  names  of  his 
grandfather  and  his  father. 

Jack  was  a  student  at  St.  Andrew's  from 
1913  to  1922.  After  obtaining  his  B.A.  at 
University  of  Toronto  he  joined  Confedera- 
tion Life  where  he  spent  his  entire  business 
career,  progressing  through  the  Actuarial  and 
Bond  Departments  to  appointment  as  Assis- 
tant Secretary  in  1936,  Assistant  General 
Manager  in  1939.  and  Joint  General  Manager 
in  1944.  He  was  elected  President  in  1947 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  in  1969,  retiring 
only  this  year.  During  his  years  at  Confeder- 
ation he  was  active  and  held  office  in  many 
industry  associations  and  was  director  of 
several  other  companies. 

At  his  funeral.  Reverend  Dr.  John  Wilkie 
conducted  the  service.  No  one  could  say  as 
well  as  he  did  how  all  of  us  felt  about  J.K.  Mac- 
donald, so  we  are  repeating  his  words  here: 


There  are  two  aspects  to  the  ministry 
which  march  hand  in  hand.  The  first  is  that 
in  and  through  the  ministry  one  is  privileged 
to  make  many  friendships,  friendships  which 
are  enriching  and  incomparable  in  value.  But 
the  other  is,  of  course,  that  as  a  minister  one 
has  to  say  farewell  to  one's  friends,  especi- 
ally when  they  die.  and  to  preside  over  their 
departure  both  as  friend  and  minister. 


It  is  in  this  dual  role  that  I  preside  today.  I 
was  privileged  to  be  Mr.  Macdonald's  min- 
ister for  twenty  years.  But  even  more  impor- 
tant was  the  fact  that  in  the  course  of  these 
years  I  was  privileged  to  become  his  friend, 
and  it  is  in  the  light  of  this  fact  that  I  share 
in  the  sense  of  loss  which  afflicts  all  of  you 
today. 

I  suppose  that  there  are  many  ways  in 
which  one  can  try  to  make  an  assessment  of 
a  person's  character  and  achievements.  One 
can  look  at  him  as  a  husband  and  father.  Or 
one  can  look  at  him  in  the  light  of  the  busi- 
ness world  in  which  he  has  been  involved. 
One  can  even  measure  him  as  a  Churchman, 
or  one  who  is  involved  in  the  wider  affairs  of 
the  secular  community.  I  must  confess 
that,  although  I  have  spoken  of  myself  as 
J.  K.  Macdonald's  friend,  I  do  not  feel  com- 
petent to  assess  him  in  any  of  these  roles.  Al- 
though I  was  his  minister  for  nine  years  in 
Deer  Park  United  Church,  he  and  I  never  be- 
came very  close  during  that  time;  for.  al- 
though J.  K.  was  a  supporter  of  the  Church 
to  the  end,  he  was  not  in  my  experience  of 
him  a  Churchman  in  the  formal  sense  of  that 
term. 

I  came  to  know  him  best  and  to  love  him 
when  1  was  appointed  Chaplain  at  St.  An- 
drew's College:  and  I  believe  that  it  was  in 
the  light  of  the  role  which  he  played  there 
that  I  was  placed  in  the  position  of  being  able 
to  take  some  measure  of  the  man.  He  was  an 
Old  Boy  of  the  School.  I  do  not  know  what 
influences  were  brought  to  bear  upon  him 
there  in  his  younger  years.  I  do  know  that,  as 
with  many  boys  who  have  gone  through  that 
school,  there  was  born  in  his  heart  a  great 
love  for  it.  I  do  not  know  whether  J.  K.  had 
articulated  the  thought  or  not.  but  I  am  sure 


that  in  his  heart  he  was  aware  that  much  had 
been  done  for  him  there,  and  that  out  of  this 
awareness  there  was  born  a  deep  sense  of 
gratitude  which  made  him  cast  in  hi^^^ 
with  the  school  in  the  most  generous^^' 
sure,  not  merely  in  terms  of  monetary 
giving,  but  in  the  far  deeper  sense  of  self- 
giving  to  the  on-going  work  of  the  school. 

Again  I  am  not  sure  that  Jack  Macdonald 
analysed  his  motives  for  doing  this.  At  any 
rate,  he  and  I  never  discussed  it.  But  often 
on  Prize-giving  Day  he  and  I  would  sit  togeth- 
er on  the  platform  and  I  could  see  his  reaction 
to  those  who  came  forward  to  claim  their 
various  prizes.  I  am  sure  that  one  can  say  that, 
as  he  watched  them,  he  did  so  with  a  sense 
of  gladness  and  even  elation  in  his  heart, 
because  he  saw  in  them  the  fruit  of  his  work 
and  the  return  of  his  investment  of  himself 
in  them.  I  am  not  sure  whether  J.  K.  would 
have  described  himself  as  a  man  of  faith.  As 
his  minister,  I  certainly  would  have  done  so. 
For  this  kind  of  investment  is  always  an  act 
of  faith.  It  is  comparable  to  the  farmer's  act 
of  faith  in  sowing  his  seed.  J.  K.  Macdonald's 
seeds  were  sown  in  the  hearts  of  boys,  and  in 
doing  that  he  cast  his  vote  in  with  the  future 
which  depended  on  how  these  boys  turned 
out.  If  he  was  a  man  to  whom  much  was  given, 
h&  certainly  fulfilled  the  Biblical  claim  that 
from  such  a  man  much  would  be  required. 
J.  K.  Macdonald  gave  of  himself  greatly 
when  you  have  said  that,  you  have  reall 
the  greatest  thing  that  can  be  said  of  any  man. 

Many  of  you  here  could  speak  of  him  in 
other  ways,  some  more  intimately  than  I, 
some  concentrating  on  aspects  of  his  life 
which  were  not  known  to  me.  There  are  other 
things  about  him  on  which  I  could  dwell,  his 
quiet  courage,  his  sense  of  humour  (which  I 
enjoyed,  even  although  some  of  his  quips  were 
at  my  expense  and  made  me  laugh  at  myself), 
his  kindness  and  his  generosity.  But  today, 
as  we  take  our  last  farewell  of  him,  I  would 
like  to  think  of  him,  and  have  all  of  you 
think  of  him,  as  a  man  who  found  in  S.A.C. 
a  field  in  which  he  could  expend  himself  and 
in  which  he  did  this  nobly  and  unstintingly. 
Many  boys,  my  own  included,  owe  far  more 
to  him  than  they  can  ever  know,  and,  as  we 
say  farewell,  we  too  can  hope  that  his  faith 
in  boys  will  be  justified  in  the  larger  contri- 
bution which  they  will  make  to  the  world  in 
their  own  day.  I  thank  God  on  every  re- 
membrance of  him  and  I  do  not  believe  that 
I  stand  alone  in  that.  Perhaps  our  greatest 
tribute  to  his  memory  is  to  allow  our  own 
gratitude  for  him  to  strengthen  us  in  the  life 
of  faith  and  to  give  ourselves  in  the  siLme 
abundant  measure  in  which  he  did.        ^A
